electoral 
vote 
of 
483. 
If 
Missouri 
fives ita vote to Taft his total will be 
327. 
Late returns indicate that Mary­ 
land, after vacillating and apparently 
being safe for the Democracy, has 
been swung into the Taft column. The 
unofficial figures give Mr. Taft the 
State by 130 votea. 
Indiana and Weat Virginia, aa well 
as Montana, turned out to be safely 
Republican. Colorado went for Bryan. 
Mr. Hi van haB a total of 174 votes, 
two less than ho received in 1896. In 
1904 Mr. Parker received only 140 
votes, in 1900 Mr. Pryan received 155 
votea and in 1896 the Nebraskan re­ 
ceived 176 votes. 
Mr. Taft’s 309 electoral votes com­ 
pare with 336 received bv Roosevelt 
in 1904, 2°2 received by McKinley in 
1900 and 271 received by Mc Kinley in 
1896. 
No changes of material 
interest 
have been reported in the congression­ 
al returns. The Republicans will have 
about the same working majority in 
the Sixty-first congress as at present 
and Joseph G. Cannon of Illinois will 
probably succeed himself as speaker. 
Representatives Jesse Overstreet of 
Indiana and Hepburn of Iowa are the 
most conspicuous among those who 
have failed of re-election. 
The senate retains its Republican 
complexion, although there will he a 
material change in the personnel of 
the upper body of the national legis­ 
lature. 
The states carried by Mr. Bryan are 
as follows:

Governor 
Charles R Hughes was re-elected in 
New York by 71,150. 
Mr. Taft carried Ohio by 50,000 plu­ 
rality, a reduction of more than 200,- 
000 from the Roosevelt vote of four 
years ago. 
The Democratic state tick­ 
et in Ohio, headed by Judson Harmon 
for governor, appears to be safely 
elected 
The state legislature, which 
Is to choose a successor to Senator 
Foraker, appears to be In doubt as 
between the Republican* and Demo­ 
crats. 
In Indiana Mr. Taft was successful 
in carrying the state by about 8,000, 
hut the entire Democratic state ticket 
headed by Marshall for governor, was 
elected.

The latest unofficial returns 
complete give the Democratic party 
eleven members and the Republicans 
two. 
This is a gain of seven mem­ 
bers for the Democrats, the former 
representation being nine Republicans 
and four Democrats. 
William H. Taft carried the state 
for president, according to Incomplete 
returns, by about 8,000. 
Thomas R. Marshall and the entire 
Democratic state ticket are probably 
elected by a plurality around 15,000. 
As the returns come slowly rolling in 
Marshall’s plurality Increases while 
the vote on the Republican national 
ticket decreases. 
The state legislature is probably 
Democratic, which means that a Dem­ 
ocratic successor to Senator James 
A Hemenway will be chosen.

Complete returns from about half 
the counties in the state and incom­ 
plete returns fmm mo*t of the other 
counties indicate that Johnson will 
have a few thousand to spare outside 
the Twin Cities. 
His plurality in Min­ 
neapolis is 8,500 and in Ramsey coun­ 
ty 6,100. 
Johnson has heen running 
ahead of Jacobson in a great number 
of counties of the state so the belief 
that the cities would defeat Jacobson 
is not Justified. 
St. Louis county gave Johnson a 
majority of about 1.000. 
Duluth gave 
Jacobson 4,288 and Johnson 5 483. but 
the outside towns cut this margin 
down somewhat, the total being John­ 
son 7,814, Jacobson 6,817.

Cincinnati, Nov. 5.—A plurality of 
about 50,000 for Judge Taft, the Re­ 
publican candidate for president, was 
the election day expression of the vot­ 
ers of Ohio, who, however, at the 
same time chose the head of the oppo­ 
sition state ticket by a plurality of 
probably 20.000. 
More than half tb© 
precincts of the state are included in 
the figures that show these results, no 
estimates being considered, and any 
difference will be simply as to the size 
of the plurality, there being no ques­ 
tion of the certainty of the result.

Late returns indicate th at Mary­ 
land, after vacillating and apparently 
being safe for the Democracy, has 
been swung into the T aft column. The 
unofficial figures give Mr. T aft tho 
•ta te by 136 votes. 
Indiana and W est Virginia, as well 
as Montana, turned out to be safely 
Republican. Colorado w ent for Bryan. 
Mr. Bryan has a total of 174 votes, 
two less than he received in 1896. In 
1904 Mr. Parker received only 140 
votes, in 1900 Mr. Bryan received 15.6 
votes and in 1896 the Nebraskan re­ 
ceived 176 votes. 
Mr. T aft’s 309 electoral votes com­ 
pare with 336 received by Roosevelt

Complete Returns Not 
Expected to 


Materially Lessen or Increase the 


Lead of Minnesota’s Governor— Con­ 


gressman Hepburn Meets Defeat in 


Iowa— Contest for Governor in North 


Dakota Close. 


St. ^aul, Nov. 5.—Governor John­ 
son’s m ajority in his third race for 
governor of M innesota will be close 
to 25,000. 
It may be more and it may 
be somewhat less. 
Complete returns from about half 
the counties in the state and incom­ 
plete returns from m on of tho other 
counties indicate that Johnson will 
have a few thousand to spare outside 
the Twin Cities. 
His plurality in Min­ 
neapolis is 8,500 and In Ramsey coun­ 
ty 6,100. 
Johnson has been running 
ahead of Jacobson in a great num ber 
of counties of the state so the belief 
that the cities would defeat Jacobson 
is not justified. 
St. Trouts county gave Johnson a 
m ajority of about 1,000.

PLURALITY GROWING. 


Taft May Carry Iowa by Over Seven­ 
ty Thousand. 
Des Moines, la., Nov. 5.—More com­ 
plete returns received indicate that 
T aft’s plurality in Iowa will pass the 
70,000 mark. 
The estim ate is based 
on practically complete reaurns from 
two-thirds of the counties of the state 
and It will probably be sustained by 
complete returns later. 
This plural­ 
ity of 70,000 is 6,000 more than was 
given to McKinley in 1896 and is more 
than a normal Republican plurality. 
Complete returns from the eleven 
counties in the Eighth congressional 
district show that W. D. Jam ieson, 
Dem., defeated W illiam P. Hepburn, 
Rep., by 439 votes.

Gubernatorial Contest in North Dako­ 
ta Not Yet Settled. 
Fargo, N. D., Nov. 5.—The North 
Dakota governorship is still causing 
some speculation In political circles. 
For a time it looked like Johnson, the 
Republican nominee, had been elect­ 
ed, but later returns gave Burke stock 
a decided boost, and he seemed to 
have a safe lead. 
Still later returns 
Indicate that Johnson’s strength is 
greater than anticipated, and the Re­ 
publican state headquarters still claim 
he has been elected by a scant m ajor­ 
ity. 
Odds, however, greatly favor Burke.

Cincinnati, Nov. 5.—A plurality of 
about 50,000 for Judge Taft, the Re­ 
publican candidate for president, was 
the election day expression of the vot­ 
ers of Ohio, who, however, at the 
same time chose the head of the oppo­ 
sition state ticket by a plurality of 
probably 20,000. 
More than half tho 
precincts of the state are included in 
the figures that show these results, no 
estim ates being considered, and any 
difference will be simply as to the size 
of the plurality, there being no ques­ 
tion of the certainty of the result. 
The slow count delayed knowledge of 
the decision as to legislature and both 
parties claim to have the m ajority in 
that body that will settle the United 
States senatorship.

Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 6.—Returns on 
the election in N ebraska which, while 
far from complete, are sufficiently defi­ 
nite to confirm and emphasize the 
first report that the Democrats have 
made a sweeping victory in Nebraska 
W hile the pluralities for the victorious 
party 
are not phenomenally 
large, 
they are complete, the state ticket and 
candidates for congress In most in­ 
stances running parallel with Bryan 
who was expected to lead the ticket 
by several thousand. 
Complete re 
turns from a third of the counties and 
scattering returns from most of the 
rem ainder show that Bryan will have 
a plurality of not less than 10,000 anti 
Shallenborger, Democratic candidate 
for governor, and the balance of the 
Democratic ticket will have hardly a 
thousand less. 
But the Democratic victory does not 
stop there. 
At least four or probably 
five of N ebraska’s six congressmen 
are Democratic, only one Republican, 
Hlnshaw, in the Fourth district, being 
assured of escaping defeat. 
Nearly 
complete returns from every county 
In the Fourth district show that Hin- 
thaw has won by nearly 700 votes, al­ 
though his district gave Bryan’ a pin 
rality. 
There is a close fight In the 
Fifth district between Norris, Rep., 
and Ashton, Dem., with the chances 
favoring the Democrat. 
Not. enough 
returns have been received from the 
Sixth to base an estim ate, but the 
trend of the district is Democratic. 
The greatest surprise of all is the 
overwhelming m ajority the Democrats 
will have in the legislature. 
Of the 133 senators and representa­ 
tives elected the canvassers of re­ 
turns could find but 18 Republicans 
who had won. 
These of course are in­ 
complete, but the Republican commit­ 
tee concedes the Democrats will con­ 
trol both branches.
